There are no issues with the repeaters. Joe (W6JFL) asked if 
any of the radio equipment in the EOC and Health Department is 
on the club’s insurance policy. Don (KD@HHN) reported that the 
2-meter radio at EOC belongs to Emergency Management and the 
radio at the Health Department belongs to them. All of our 
equipment is covered by our insurance policy. 
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Unfinished Business: 


Field Day — Date is June 23 and 24. Don is checking the 
rules to see about set up time. We are tentatively using the New 
London Ambulance base and we need to go and look the site over 
as far as antenna placement. Joe (W6JFL) mentioned that if that 
doesn’t work out, we have the option of using the training center. 
Don reported that we had done Field Day here in the past, the only 
thing was where the training office is now was a garage bay and 
we ran the coax out through the bay and the antennas were set up 
in the field. Joe also offered his home as a site. He lives just 
outside of New London and has 4 acres we can use. We would be 
operating as we did in the past at Huckleberry Park. Discussion on 
using solar panels, battery power etc. 

We will check the New London site out in the next few days 
and if it doesn’t work out, Don will email the club membership 
about where we will have it. Allan (K9AJC) brought up that the 
Quincy club is going to be doing their Field Day at the Red Cross. 
Don will get with the Quincy club and let them know what we will 
be doing. Field Day runs from 1800 UTC Saturday to 2059 UTC 
Sunday. Larry (WB2UFO) mentioned if we are interested in the 
points, a public place will count for points, if the contacts, then 
wherever we are set up. 


Palmyra Truck night — May 2. Don is working but has 
Amateur Radio brochures that we can have to hand out. Set up at 
5PM. Ken (KE@KCQ) would like to see a radio set up. They will 
have a table for us. Anyone who can attend will be welcome. 


Spotter classes — Don attended the spotter classes in Monroe 
City, Palmyra and Canton and turnout was pretty good. He had 
sign-up lists for anyone interested in a Technician class and has 9 
people who are interested in a class. He will also have a signup 
sheet for the truck night. Past classes have run 4 Saturdays, and 
while it was intense it went well. 
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Radios at EOC and Health Dept. — Al (N9MAP), Joe 
(W6JFL) and Don went to EOC to check the radios. The 2-meter 
rig was showing high SWR and upon investigation it was 
determined that the antenna was mounted right to the tower 
without a standoff bracket. Don will talk to Emergency 
Management about putting the 2-meter antenna on the standoff 
bracket. The HF antenna was put up by Hannibal BPW. HF just 
needs a jumper from the radio to the tuner. Don will be going up to 
talk to the Health Department about their radio. They are interested 
in having us as part of their “Toolbox.” 


New Business: 


ARES® Meetings — When Don first started the ARES® 
meetings we had monthly meetings but the fizzled out. The new 
Emergency Management director has said we can meet at EOC. 
We will be looking at restarting them hopefully at EOC. 


Don reported next month after the meeting, he will be doing 
a presentation on the National Traffic System. 


The meeting was then turned over to Larry (WB2UFO) who 
announced that Steve (KD@YTH) was in Hannibal Regional 
hospital for a broken hip, which was complicated by a previous hip 
replacement. Ken will be sending a card and flowers to Ken. Larry 
then showed us the Xiegu X6100 radio which covers 160 to 6 
meters. It is a battery operated rig, QRP, antenna tuner built in.

Kyle (N@OR) asked if anyone has an antenna tuner they 
would be interested in getting rid of, see him.
